The bandits then jumped 
into the Company’s car and ordered 
the chauffeur on pain of death to drive 
them away, which he did. The car 
was found empty a short distance 
away later on. The chauffeur has 
been arrested. Numbers of people 
were on the spot at the time and 
looked on at the robbery without ap- 
parently attempting to do anything to 
etop it. ; 

An extremely severe winter is pre- 
dicted as the result of the behaviour 
of various types of wild animals 
throughout the west. 
Sir Adam Beck, of Ontario hydro- 
4 electric fame, died in London, Ont., 
on Saturday night, aged 68. He was 
the chairman of the Ontario Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission and had 
been the leading figure in the build- 
ing up of Ontario’s power system. He 
was a minister without portfolio in 
the present Ontario cabinet. 

The dominion cabinet met at Ot- 
tawa on Monday, when it was ex- 
pected to consider the question of a 
general election, but the premier has 
stated that no decision will be made 
or announced for another week. Lord 
Byng, governor-general of Canada, 
will not be back to Ottawa for some 
days and it is not thought that any 
announcement will be made till then 
at any rate.

Mustapha Kemal Pasha, who is 
nominally president of the republic 


of Turkey and actually its despotic 


ruler, has caused a sensation by di- 
vorcing his wife, whom he married 
only two or three years ago. The im- 
portance of this arises from the fact 
that Mustapha Kemal has been set- 
ting something like an example in 
Turkey in bringing in western cus- 
toms as to the social position of wo- 
men. His wife appeared in public 
more or lees like western women, 
behavior which was quite contrary to 
the tradition in’ Turkey. The fact 
that she is now divorced may check 
this change in Turkish customs and 
may delay the advance in the social 
position of women in that country. 

Germany has made a demand on 
both the United States and Canada 
for the return of property belonging 
to her and her subjects which was 
seized during the war. Whether the 
demand will receive any serious at- 
tention is not yet apparent. 

Striking Chinese coolies have over: 
run the whole of Shanghai outside of 
the foreign concessions and _ tho 
French settlement and have looted 
and robbed on a. large ecale. Other- 
wise there does not appear to be any 
further news from China but the 
country remains in a very disturbed 
state with strong feeling against the 
foreigners. 

Norway hae finally taken posses- 
sion of the islands of Spitzburgen, 
which were awarded to her by inter- 
national agreement in 1920. 

General Pangalos, the military 
premier of Greece, who seized office 
by a military revolution a few weeks 
ago, has stated that a Greek army of 
600,000 is ready to resist any inva- 
gion. It is possible that this refers 
to Jugo-Slavia, formerly Serbia, 
which has been demanding special 
rates at the Greek port of Salonika, 
or he may be referring to Bulgaria, 
with whom Greece is, as usual, in ‘a 
condition of strained relations. 

It is reported that a farmer of South 
Dakota named R. S. McFadden has 
discovered a type of wheat which is 
immune to rust. 

The United States anti-drug forces 
have been making great raids in Chi- 
cago and have put under arrest Col. 
Beach, one of the heads of the gov- 
ernment forces, and three of his as- 
sistants on the charge that they them- 
selves were conducting the drug traf. 
fic on a large scale. 

In France an express train from 
Paris to Calais was wrecked in 
Amiens station, 11 being killed and 
160 injured. It appeare that the en- 
gine driver brought the train into the 
station at something like 60 miles an 
hour and then suddenly put on his 
brakes with the effect of throwing the 
train off the line and telescoping a 
number of carriages which caught fire 
and burned several passengera and 
caused very serious injury to many 
others. The number of wrecks on the 
French railways in recent years has 
been euch as to cause considerable 
anxiety amongst travellers in France. 
Defective rails seem to have been the 
chief cause of such accidents but 
there appears also to be something 
like general slackneas in the working 
and management of the railway, 

In Tndiana, U.S.A., two witnesses, 
Hance and his wife, who gave evi- 
dence against a robber named Chap- 
man, who is now condemned to death 
for murder, were themeslves shot 
dead by friends of the robber.

News who are aware of the recent’ 
gravity determination made in Red 
Deer to know what are the purposes 
of gravity determinations and just 
how they are made. 

The force of gravity is something 
which, like the poor, is always with 
us. We are all constantly subject’ to 
its influence, fortunately, for other- 
wise we should be thrown violently 
into space unleés we were lucky 
enough to be situated at either the 
north or the south pole, The aver- 
age person knows a great deal and 
yet very little about gravity. He 
makes use of it in weighing when 
buying or selling. He is familiar 
with the sight of objects falling to 
the ground and from childhood has 
learned to move about under its ever 
present influence. However, beyond 
this the average person’s knowledge 
of the subject does not lead him 
very far. He will probably be sur- 
prised to know that the leading coun- 
tries of the civilized world are co- 
operating through the international 
Union of Goedesy and Geophysics in 
a gravity survey of the world. Can- 
ada, on account of its large area,. is 
a very important fleld for the investi- 
gation and the Canadian results eo 
far obtained have received gratifying

Let us explain'to be a little more 


precise, that gravity, the force which 
keeps our feet on the ground and 


gives weight to bodies, is’a combina. 
tion-of the gravitational attraction of 


the earth (the predominating force) 
and the centrifugal’force due to the 
earth’s daily rotation about its axis, 
The centrifugal force (the same type 
of force as that acting on the stone 
in the sling) tends to decrease the 
main inward. pull of the earth. Con- 
sequently at the equator, where we 
are whirled through the biggest cir. 
cle, we should expect gravity to be 
least owing to the fact that the less. 
ening centrifugal force is greatest 
there. iAt the pole, there is no cen- 
trifugal force, so that if we proceed 
from the equator to the pole, we 
would find gravity increasing, or our: 
selves jgetting heavier. There are 
two reasons for this: the variation 
in the centrifugal force already men. 
tioned and also the fact that at the 
pole we are about 13 miles nearer the 
center of the earth—the center of at- 
traction—than we are at the equator, 
While this variaion ia not very great 
(a 200 pound weight would take on 
about. one pound in going from the 
equator to the pole),. it is a large 
variation in the terms of the ex- 
treme accuracy with which jt is pos- 
sible to measure the force with mod- 
ern instruments. The other direc-

actually find out’what the force of 
gravity. is at various. pointa.- So far 
about’80 ‘determinations “have been 
made in Canada. One of these is 
within the Arctic circle at Arctic Red 
River. From the combined results 
of observations taken over the earth’s 
éurface,. there .{s first of all obtained 
the curvature of the earth. This is 
one of the fundamental qualities re- 
quired in the accurate survey of the 
earth’s surface for. mapping and 
other purposes. Perhaps this single 
fact, its practical importance to geod- 
esy, accounted more than anything 
for the development of gravity work. 
From.the observations, too, it is poe 
sible’ to provide the meteorologist 
with a formula by which he must 
necessarily reduce his barometer 
' readings for accurate weather fore- 
| coating. In addition there are a num- 
of technical purposes for which 


accurate knowledge of gravity is de- 
sirable. 

From the purely scientific side, per- 
haps, the most ‘interesting phase of 
‘gravity work ie its relation to what 
the scientists call isostasy and in the 
development of this subject gravity 
has played an important and vital 
part, for it is the only method so far 
that has been used, quantitatively, as 
a test of the theory. The results 
have proved that in the places where 
gravity observations have been taken 
generally the etate of affairs required 
by isostasy exists. At Red Deer, we 
are nearly 3000 feet above sea level 
and well over 1000 feet above the 
average of that part of the continent 
to the east of us. Why is this? 
Isostasy tells us that we stand out 
above the average level for the same 
reason that an iceberg sticks out of 

‘the sea—because the material in the

"That the history of the agricultural 
adversities in the north-western 
regions of the United States is full 
of significance for the farmers of 
western Canada is shown in an 
article by Marquis James in a re- 
cent edition of the “New York 
Times.” In 1917, 1918 and 1919, 
writes Mr. James, there were in the 
Dakotas, Montana and Minnesota, 
three complete crop failures in suc- 
cession which had deplorable eco- 
nomic effects and produced some- 
thing like a panic in the three states 
primacy concerned. But, continues 
he writer, this misfortune had one 
desirable result in that it pointed out 
to the farmers themselves and to the 
country at large the value of mixed 
farming, as compared to the one 
crop methods which had obtained up 
te that time. The depression demons- 
trated the necessity for a change in 
farming methods and in adopting a 
policy of more extensive and inten- 
sive general or diversified farming, 
Mr. James believes that the North- 
western States solved their problema. 
For a time, says Mr. James, prior 
to the large successive failures, the 
wheat growers onjoyed a period of 
uninterrupted prosperity. They were 
whedat-growers, but not all of them 
were farmers. In an official survey 
by callings of the inhabitants of 
the bench country, one finas in 
one township, cobblers, bookkeepers, 
actresses, a school-teacher, Y.M.C.A. 
secretaries, dentists, motormen and 
soda-water dispansers—not pursuing 
their regular vocations, but farm- 
‘ing, or, perhaps, it is botter to say, 
growing wheat. Thoy were making 
‘money, too, because from 1912 to 
'1916 there was | phenomenal rain- 


@all in that western sectlen and thei tana 


wheat yields weré astonishing. 
People thought this would last for 
ever. They even though the rain- 
fall would last. The story one hears 
in so many new countries was re- 
peated and believed that the “break- 
a a and cultivation of the native 
sod works a permanent increase in 
the precipitation. Government weath- 
er records fail to support this con- 
tention. But this and many other 
things were lost sight of in the hey- 
day of the boom in the United States’ 
Middle West. Land values soared. 
Everybody had money. Credit was 
too free. Over expansion followed. 
Then descended the three crop 


failures in a row—1917, 1918 and 
1919. The previously ample rain- 
fall dropped off and the 100-day 


farming methods were not equal to 
the occasion. The country was in 
a desperate fix. Banks had to lend 
more money after each failure to en- 
able the farmer to put in another 
crop in the hope that the proceed- 
ings would cover earlier, as well as 
current loans. The crop of 1920 also

The same situation existed in 
modified form over the Dakotas and 
Minnesota, but the older localities 
had reserves to fall back on. 

It is easy to be wise after the 
event and the moral to the above 
is that there has_been a turnover 
not only in farming methods but in 
farmers. The 100-day wheat farmer 
—the dentists and soda clerks—have 
largely given place to agriculturists 
of the 865-day a year variety. Wheat 
is still the main money crop, but it 
8 grown scientifically. Land is sum- 
mer-fallowed and worked before and 
after planting. Wheat acreages are 
everywhere diminishing and crops 
are rotated and diversified. Rye, 
millet, alfalfa and flax have been in- 
troduced; dairy and beef herds estab- 
lished; Poultry, bees and vegetable 
gardens cultivated. Thus, when 
wheat fails, as it sometimes must, 
there is something else to fall back 
upon. This lesson has not been lost 
in Canada. Farmers of the Cana- 
dian West who are succeeding aro 
in most cases doing so becauso they 
have learned the sound economic 
value of diversified farming

lighter than that under the less ele- 
vated or lower parte of the country. 
Again in the mountains or higher 
parts, we can be sure there is still, 
on the average, lighter material in 
the earth’s crust than we haVe here. 
The depth to which this deficiency in 
density appears to run is in the 
neighborhood of 50 to 60 miles. 

Although, like many other theories, 
it is not possible to gauge the value 
of the theory in the earlier stage of 
its development, it may safely be said 
that isdstasy is of great value to thé 
geologist as a guide in his study of 
mountain building and of the great 
changes that have taken place in the 
earth’s crust throughout the ages. 

Of importance to the geologist also 
are the definite relations that have 
been found to exist between the vari- 
ous geological formation and the re- 
sults of gravity observations and as 
is the case with all branches of sci- 
ence, so with gravity work, it is con- 
fidently anticipated that its develop- 
ment will supply us with still more 
valuable information in the future 
and possibly lead to things that now 
we know not of. 

Although it ie possible that a dif- 
ferent method may soon be developed 
to measure gravity, up to the present 
time the only accurate measurements 
are those which have heen made by 
the pendulum. Gravity regulates the 
time which a pendulum takes to swing 
freely. The greater gravity is, the 
faster the pendulum goes. Advant- 
age is taken of this fact in the re- 
verse way to determine gravity. The 
changes in the time of swing of the 
pendulum are noted at different 
places and ‘from these observed 
times of swing the value of gravity 
at various places is deduced. It is 
possible to determine the time of one 
swing of a pendulum to within less 
than one millionth of a second so that 
great accuracy in the results is ob- 
tained. This is approximately equiv- 
alent to detecting the change there is 
in gravity between one storey and 
the next above or below in an ordin- 
ary building. It also enables us to 
observe .the change in gravity as we 
proceed at the same level for a dis- 
tance of about one mile in a north or 
south direction from a given point. 
To be etill more precise we may say 
that the unit in terms of which grav- 
ity measurements are made is the 
millidyne. This force is so small 
that the weight of a single pound 
representa two billion of them. In 
order to obtain this accuracy, how- 
ever, it is necessary to get the pen- 
dulum up in a case from which the 
air is exhausted. The case in turn 
must be eet up on a good solid foun- 
dation such as a concrete floor or 
else a concrete pier must be made 
for the purpose. Minute corrections 
are made for temperature and pres. 
sure and other known disturbing ef: 
fects. The time must also be known 
each day to within one-tenth of a 
second or less. This is now done by 
wireless. By a special method of 
comparison the gravity observer is 
usually able in the field to compare 
at least once a day the chronometer 
with which he rates the pendulum 
with the clock in the naval observa: 
tory at Annapolis, Maryland. In turn 
the small corrections to the Annapo- 
lis clock are available to the gravity 
obaerver from the comparisons that 
are made by our own astronomers in 
the Dominion Observatory at Ottawa.

The market at the coast 
is booked up in advance, so what 
does not go into local trade channels 
has to be ehipped to the east. Cream 
—The northern part of Saskatchewan 
has raised its price on butterfat one 
cent and they are now paying 34c 
for special. The southern part of 
that province is on the same level as 
Manitoba, namely: 33c. Outaide of 
this rise there is nothing new in the 
market. Cheese—Export market has 
strong tone, and eastern sales are be- 
ing made at 22c to 22%c. Alberta 
prices unchanged, but the good buy: 
ing from Ontario gived a firm tone 
to the market here. 

EGGS—POULTRY 

Eggs—Receipts on the market light 
for the birds are beginning to moult. 
It is expected that there will be high 
prices this winter, even though there 
are more eggs in storage than there 
have been in previous years and the 
coast poultrymen will be able to help 
out with a fairly steady supply. 
Poultry—Buyers ‘have altered their 
prices and are now quoting on the 
heavier birds. Deliveries are not 
large, for the farmers are giving most 
of their time to harvesting. Eastern 
marketdé are handling considerable 
broilers, of which a large share is 
going into storage. Eastern Ameri- 
can markets quiet, with fair business 
in the larger fowl. No export busi- 
ness in dressed ee was reported. 


Receipts on the Calgary market 
were about steady with last week. 
Most of the deliveries are coming 
from north and northwest. Farmers 
have no time now to send in hay. 
Good demand for feed oats but it is 
thought this will drop off after har- 
vest. At present oats are hard to 


obtain. 
POTATOES 

Alberta spuds are arriving on the 
local market in larger quantities every 
week.

But above everything else, the 
thing that is fundamental in any great 
‘business, whether {s be a public util- 
ity or a manufacturing plant, ie that 
community ownership leads to com- 
munity good will. It does not matter 
how good the property being operat- 
ed, how conservatively it is capital- 
ized, or how good its earnings—un- 
less it can add to that community 
goodwill it is bound to fail. 


The plans of the Commonwealth 
Edison Company are comprehensive, 
the employes are part of the corpora- 
tion. The company has a stock own- 
ership plan by which any employe 
may set aside a portion of his wages 
to be invested in the stock of the 
company.

The com- 
pany issues an illustrated year book 
giving every fact and figure and set- 
ting out a balance sheet with explana- 
tions after each item eo that no one 
can fail to understand what each item 
means. There are no mysteries, fi- 
nancial or otherwise; there are no 


secrets to be dug up and exposed. Any 
human being who can read can know 
all about the company there is to 
know. This really is socialized indus- 
try on a business basis. 

The question arises, Can these 
methods be applied in Red Deer? The 
only anewer is yes. It should be a 
great deal easier than in a large place 
like Chicago. But before going any 
farther it might be well to wait for 
the verdict of the arbitrators which 
is, of course, bound to exert a large 
influence. If the verdict makes it 
possible for the city to buy, I shall 
write to you further on this subject.

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THE COVERED RINK 
QUESTION 


A public meeting was held in the 
City Hall on Monday evening to con- 
sider the question of getting a cov- 
ered rink built in Red Deer. The at- 
tendance of the public was disap- 
pointing dn reepect of numbers. W. 
BE. Payne was to have taken the chair, 
but he was called out of town on 
business. In his absence W. HE. Lord 
was chosen as chairman and asked 
for suggestions from those present. 
The two main ideas for getting the 
rink built were to get the city to is- 
sue debentures which would be sold 
to the public, or to form a joint stock 
company and sell shares. The Ro- 
tary Club and the Elks have each do- 
nated $2,000.00 toward the rink, so 
that a substantial nucleus has been 
obtained to start with. In reply to 
Mr. Lord’s request for suggestions it 
was remarked by several present that 
it would be useless to go to the city 
to finamce such an undertaking see- 
ing that recent bylaws for perman- 
ent public improvements had been 30 
decisively rejected. One suggestion 
was made that all the organizations 
in the city should be asked, as far 
as possible, to devote their attention 
to raising the money by similar 
means as those adopted by the Elks 
nd Rotary Club. It was stated that 
judging by the experience of Stettler 
the rink could hardly be expected to 
be a paying investment for the money 
but would have to be regarded as 
something which the community 
should provide as a public bendfit to 
the general health and pleasure with- 
out regard to its money-making char. 
acter. It became clear that a joint 
stock company was the plan which 
was most favored, and B. Hogg mov: 
ed and J. Fulton seconded a motion 
that such a company be formed. This 
was carried. It was decided that 
shares should be fixed at $10.00 each. 
A committee consisting of W. E. 
Payne, E. S. Hogg and F. Turnbull 
was appointed to interview the public 
and try to sell shares. As a start 
all those present at the meeting 
signed their names as willing to take 
one share. Mr. Levasseur of Edmon- 
ton, who was present at the meeting, 
showed a plan of a proposed rink 
which would cost about $11,000.00, 
provide an tice sheet of 180x80 feet 
and seat about 900 spectators. On 
the whole it appeared to be the opin- 
ion of those present that it would be 
better to build if possible a rink 
which could on occasion be used for 
other public performances such as 
meetings than one which would be of 
no use except as a rink, even though 
the latter might be a cheaper plan. 
S. Pamely showed a plan drawn for 
the Stettler rink but which had not 
in fact been adhered to in the actual 
building put up. Another suggestion 
made in the course of the discussion 
wag that the joint stock company 
should be formed to raise funds and 
gradually take over the share of the 
stockholders and _ transfer them to 
trustees for the community, 60 that 
in the end the whole of the shares 
would be so owned. This suggestion 
would not in any way conflict with 
the immediate formation of the com. 
pany. It receiyed a certain amount 
of approval from the meeting. A 
further committee consisting of W. 
BE. Payne, H. J. Snell and J. Fulton 
was appointed to obtain data in the 
form of sketch plans and estimates 
of cost of the proposed rink, as it was 
felt that the committee appointed to 
sell shares could do little unless it 
had something definite to tell the 
public as to the form and cost of the 
proposed rink. 

The meeting then adjourned.

From reading 
Shakespeare these questions must 
have been raised in the minds of the 
thoughtful readers: Did the women 


of Shakespeare's time really have the! 


characteristics which he gives them? 
what was their position in relation 
to their husbands, their children and 
their country? how were they re- 
garded by foreigners? 

In order to get an answer to these 
questions one must delve here and 
there. Almost all of the writers of 
the period have something to say 
about women. There are numerous 
satires and few defenses, The clergy 
preached the inferiority of women, 
the “University Wits” ridiculed them, 
educatore prescribed a special educa- 
tion for them, and poets, as in every 
age, extolled them. So countless 
were the representations of women 
in the Tudor period that almost it 
seems that the “spirit” of the woman 
of that age was aé elusive as the 
fairies in “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream.” 

The Tudor period began amid the 
decay of ancient forces and ended 
amid the advent of new elements, 
Reformation made changes in_ the 
general conditions; voyages and dis. 
coveries brought a broader outlet and 
a spirit of adventure; the influence

He is enthusiastic 
about the attainments of women. 
Some of them are 80 excellently train- 
ed and so rarely qualified that they 
could be preferred to “‘the best Ro- 
man or Greek patagone be they never 
so much praised; to the German or 
French gentlewomen by late writers 
so well liked; to the Italians who dare 
write themselves and deserve fame 
for so doing.” 

The Tudor period has been called 
the Golden Age for learned women 
but this Golden Age remaine hardly 
more than a brilliant picture. It has 
practically no important place in the 
progress of education of women. The 
advantage for women was nullified so 
far as spirit of education was con- 
cerned by two things: first, learning 
of women had no legitimate purpose 
or outcome beyond the home. The 
applauding males of their households 
were adequate audience. Second, 
learning belonged only to the daugh- 
ters of the nobility, Elizabeth Lucar 
standing as a solitary record of a 
lady from the wealthy middle c'ass. 

Contempt for female character is 
primarily monastic. Theologians 
were strong in their attacks upon the 
first assertions of feminisms. ‘Their 
opinions vary to a slight extent but

tinople opened anew the science and 
literature of the older world; the 
masterful spirit of Henry VITI. caus: 
ed a rupture with the Church of 
Rome dus to his desire for Anne 
Boleyn. 
All these things caused individuale 
to stand forth from the crowd. At 
the head of these is Queen Elizabeth, 
ludicrous perhaps in her artificiality 
but clever in her management of the 
state, able to rule her people and win 
their devotion. 
The education of the time was in 
dividualistic. The abolition of con: 
vents in the reign of Henry VIII. ex- 
tinguished the systematic education 
of rich and poor alike. That which 
was done to advance the intelligence 
of women was due to private instruc- 
tion. There may have been some un- 
recorded dame schools for it seems 
uncertain as to when they were es- 
tablished. The record of Elizabeth 
Lucar’s attendance at a dame school, 
which will be related in a later part 
of this paper, seems to hint at that 
fact. 
The women of the royal family, 
perhaps, stand foremost in the mat- 
ter of education, but such women as 
the daughters of Sir Thomas More, 
Lady Somerset and the Countess of 
Pembroke are outstanding figures. 
This education which wae so fashion- 
able consisted of a knowledge of 
Latin, Greek, composition, dancing, 
riding and embroidery. Ascham 
praises the efficiency of Queen Eliza- 
peth. The following quotation will 
serve to illustrate: “I was one day 
present when she replied at the same 
time to three Ambassadors, the Im- 
perial, French and Swedish, in three 
languages: Italian to one, French to 
the other, Latin to the third; easily, 
without hesitation, clearly, and with- 
out being confused, to the various re- 
marks thrown out, as is usual in their 
discourse.” Of Lady Jane Grey it 
has been said “that she was well 
versed in Hebrew, Chaldee, Arabic, 
French, and Italian; she played on 
instrumental music, writ a curious 
hand, and was_ excellent at her 
Needle.” 
Numerous are the records in royal 
and noble families of the learning of 
ladies, but an account like that of 
Elizabeth Lucar, a woman of the mid- 
dle class, is indeed rare. The record 
of her learning was found on her 
tombstone. ‘In her accomplishments 
she seemed to have vied with the best 
ladies of the day. She was excellent 
in music, being able to play on the 
viol, the lute, and the virginal, and 
she could sing in various tongues 
“She wrought all Needle-work that 
women exercise,

Probably there were other highly 
educated women in the middle class 
but there is no _ definite record of 
them. Music had its place in the 
lives of the lower classes as each 
trade had its ballads. 

One might now consider the opin- 
fon that men had concerning the edu- 
cation of women. The nobleman 
seemed to consider learning a great 
accomplishment for women. As one 
writer put it, “learning could make 
& woman more attractive, compan- 
jonable, and efficient in her home re- 
lationship.” Sir Thomas More could 
not see why learning was not ad 
suitable for girls as for boys. Ascham 
comments on the aptitude of women 
for learning. Mulcaster wrote at some 
length on the education of girls. He 
gives four reasons for girls receiving 
an education: custom of the country, 
our duty to them, their aptness, and 
the excellent results received from 
educating them. He did not advocate 
sending maidens to public grammar 
schools or to the university. To quote 
him: “I would allow them learning 
within certain limits, having regard 
to the difference in their vocation and 
in the ends which they seek and 


Latimer preached that man and wo- 
man were equal till the fall but after 
the fall woman was inferior. He be- 
lieved that women should be obedient 
to their husbands “so ft is a part of 
your penance to be subject unto your 
husbands. Ye are underlings, under- 
lings.” He also recommends silence 
in woman as a great virtue “for what 
was the cause of the fall of mankind 
put the unreasonable talk pf Eve, 
which took in hand to discuss the 
matter with the serpent. She thought 
herself very learned and able to con- 
vince him. So are there too many 
now who take too much upon them.” 

Tyndale preached at some length 
on the right of women to work in 
churches, teaching, ministering and 
baptising. ‘Women be no meet ves- 
sels to rule or to preach, both are 
forbidden them; yet hath God en- 
dowed them with His spirit at sundry 
times and showed his power and 
goodness upon them, and_ brought 
wonderful things by them because He 
would not have them despised. We 
read that women have judged all 
Israel, and have been great prophet- 
esses and have done mighty deeds. 
, For it is againet the law of 
nature that young men should rule 
the elder, and as uncomely as that 
women should rule the men, but when 
need requireth. Women have been 
employed among. divine things by 
God’s own appointments and may be 
employed to teach, minister and bap- 
tize if it be plainly necessary but 
otherwiee forbiddén to preach.” 

Perhaps the flercest attack on the 
equality of woman with man is found 
in the writings of Join Knox. “The 
First Blast of a Trumpet” is a pam- 
phlet against the monstrous regimen 
of women. “To promote @ woman to 
bear: rule, superiority, dominion, or 
empire above any realme, nation or 
city, 16 repugnant to nature, con- 
tumeltie to God, a thing most con- 
trary to His revealed will and ap- 
proved ordinance, and finally it is 
the subversion of good order, of all 
effuity and justice.” He goes on to 
say that woman in her greatest per- 
fection was made to serve and obey 
man, not to rule and command him. 
After the fall ehe was made subject 
to man by the irrevocable sentence 
of God as given in Genesis. Kuox 
later made two apologies to Queen 
Elizabeth for this pamphlet, yet we 
know the great Scotsman never alter- 
ed his private opinion. 


John Calvin says government by 
woman is a deviation from the orig- 
inal and proper order of nature but 
occasionally women are so endowed 
that the singular good qualities which 
are shown forth in them make it evi- 
dent that they were raised up by 
divine authority. 


Many of the writers of their period 
cry out against the elaborate toilet 
and fanciful appearance of fashion- 
able women. Some of the writers 
ridicule their masks made of velvet, 
their enormous earrings set with 
precious stones, their huge ruffs and 
long pointed waists. 


Stubbes, the Puritan, writes as fol- 
lows: “The women of Ailgna used to 
color their faces with certain oils, 
liquors, unguents and waters made 
to that end, whereby they think their 
beauty is greatly decorated, but who 
seeth not that their souls are thereby 
deformed, and they brought deeper 
into the displeasure and indignation 
of the Almighty at whose voice the 
earth doth tremble and at whose 
preference the heavens shall liquify 
and melt away. (Do they think thus 
to adulterate the Lord his workman- 
ship, and be without offence? Then 
comes the trimming of the geegaws 
about thelr ears, the curling of their 
hair, the tricking of their heade in 
laying out their hair to the show, 
which of force must be curled and 
crisped, laid out (a world to see) on 
wreathes and borders from one ear 
to another. And lest it should fall 
down, it is under propped with forks, 
wires, and I cannot tell what, rather 
like grim stern monsters than chaste 
Christian matrons. Then on the 
edges of their bolstered hair (for it 
standeth crested round about their 
frontiers, and hanging over their 
faces Hke pendices with glass win- 
dows on every side) there is Jaid 
great wreathes of gold and silver 
curfously wrought and cunningly ap- 
plied to the temples of their heads. 
And for fear of lacking anything to 
get forth their pride withal, at the'r 
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will not permit them to pop into the 
open air aepair of cards better pleas 
eth her than a piece of cloth, her 
beads than her book, a bowl full of 
wine than a handful of wool, delight- 
ing more in a dance than in David's 
Psalms, to play with her dog more 
than to pray to her God.” He con- 
siders women inferior to men. “Pride 
is your natural sin, that woman you 
account as common which is not coy 
and proud. Being but a rib of man 
you will think to overrule him you 
ought to be subject.” 

‘Barnabie Rych in “The Honestie 
of This Age” describes the women 
going to church. “They are so be. 
painted, so be-periwiged, so be-pow: 
dered, so be-perfumed, so be-starched, 
so be-laced, and 60 be-embroidered, 
that I cannot tell what mental vir. 
tues they may have, that they do 
keep inwardly to themselves, but 1 
am sure to the outward show it is a 
hard matter in the church itself to 
distinguish between a good woman 
and a bad. Yet I am sorry for some 
of them that (1 think) will care little 
for going to heaven because there is 
no good coachway.” 

Leaving aside the frivolities of wo- 
men and their moralities it is inter. 
esting to note the position of women 
in the state. The common man in 
the fourteenth century cared little 
for the doing of parliament outside 
of his own local court, wherein he 
had a voice. Women had many priv: 
ileges there too, and in the boroughs 
her privileges were considerable. In 
the Tudor period the power of many 
of these local institutions was 
broken; old towns fell to decay; new 
towns arose, sometimes without the 
power of making their own laws for 
their traders. Justices of the Peace 
were given focal power. 

All this was gradual, however, for 
the following statement proves that 
at the end of the Tudor period wo- 
men had in some places considerable 
political power: . 

“1690—Political Power. Statement 
that in the case of Coates vs. Lyle 
the judge declared that a ‘femme 
sole’ if a freeholder could vote. (In 
the cases of Catherine vs. Surrey and 
Holt vs. Lyle, which apparently oc- 
curred about this period, the same 
judgment is given, with the addition 
that on marriage the right of voting 
is conveyed to husband.)” 

The lot of the country woman was 
often a hard one. She worked in the 
fields at all kind@ of work and gross 
injustice was common. This story did 
not seem unusual in that age: “A 
farmer’s maid servant in Northamp- 
tonshire was leading a pair of horses 
with a harrow and walking in front 
of them. Her master, who was 
ploughing in the next fleld, being dis- 
satisfied with her work, stole behind 
the horses and suddenly etruck them. 
The horses, being frightened, sprang 
forward, knocked down the girl and 
drew the harrow over her, killing her. 
The laziness of the servant was the 
provocation pleaded and _ the plea 
held good.” ‘Coupled with this in- 
juetice toward the working woman 
was a law forcing them to work: 

“Justices of the Peace may compel 
women between twelve and_ forty 
years, who are out of service, to 
serve as they shall think meet. The 
woman may be put in ward if they 
refuse.” 

Marriages were frequently arrang- 
ed without any respect to the human 
inclination on the part of thoee he- 
ing married. Often they were for the 
purpose of joining land, and often 
they took place between almost in- 
fants. Stubbes tells us the follow- 
ing: “In Ailgna there is one great 
liberty permitted therein: for little 
children in swaddling clothes are 
often married by their ambitious par- 
ente and friends, when they know 
neither good nor evil and this fis the 
origin of much wickedness and direct- 
ly against the word of God, and ex- 
amples of a primitive age. And _ be- 
sides this, you shall have’ every 
eaucy boy of 10, 14, 16 or 20 years of 
age, to catch up a woman and marry 
her, without any fear of God at all, 
or respect had either to her religion, 
wisdom, integrity or life or any other 
virtue; or which is more, without any 
respect how they may live together 
with sufficient maintenance for their 
callings and estate.”’ Furnivall in the 
“Chester Depositions’’ gives numer- 
ous extracts of marriages and di- 
vorces during the sixteenth century. 
One of these stating a petition of 
Elizabeth Hulee for a divorce from 
her husband reads: 

“Elizabeth Hulse vs. George ‘Hulse 
(she 4 at marriage, he 7). This re. 
spondent says, that George Hulse and 
she were married together in the 
chapel of Knotisford, what time she 
knows not, by reason it was done 
when she was but three or four years 
old; and being asked how she know- 
eth they were married in Knotisford, 
she says she knows not, but by the 
sayings of her father and mother. 
Further, she says she was married 


to him because her friends thoueht 
she should have had a living bv hin: 
but after the marriage, the eaid 


George was bound apprentice in Con- 
gleton for the snace of 10 years and 
after 10 years the said George came 
to her mother's house; but she said 
she could never fancy or cast favor 
to him, nor never will do.” 


However, the marriage of Tenrv 
VIII. were in most cases dependent 
on human inclination and he uncon- 
sciously expressed the idea of individ- 
ual choice. Men and women hegan 
to assert their righte in these direc- 
tions and human personalitv had 
more and more power. Roger Ascham 
could write, “Our time fis so far from 
that old discipline and obedience as 
now, not only young gentlemen but 


even very girls dare without alJ fear 
though not without open shame,

twice.a-day and her head broken in 
two or three places. Lady Jane Grey 
on being. asked by Ascham why she 
did not join the other members of 
her family in hunting replied: “One 
of the greatest benefits tha& ever 
God gave me is that he sent me so 
sharp and severe parents and _ so 
gentle a school master. For when |! 
am in the presence of either mother 
or father, whether I speak, keep si- 
lence, sit, stand, eat, drink, be. merry 
or sad, be playing, dancing, or doing 
anything else, I must do it, as it were, 
in such measure and even so perfect: 
ly as God made the world, or else 1 
am so éharply taunted, so cruelly 
threatened, yea presently some times 
with pinches, nips, and bobbes, and 
other ways for the honor I bear them 
, that I think myself in hell.” 
There are, however, glimpses here 
and there of children who were 
brought up happily. The children of 
More were happy. Letters of and to 
Philip Sidney show the love and care 
of his parents. Wtizabeth Codfrey 
in her book “English Children in the 
Olden Time” gives various ‘extracts 
from the ‘Verney Letters” and “The 
Lives of the Norths” which show 
happy relationships between children 
and their clever, witty, learned moth- 
ers. Possibly the women of the poor- 
er class did not give their. children 
much care. Harrison tells us that 
the poorer class of women’ did neg- 
lect their children’s education. An- 
other writer gives us the following: 
“Want of affection in the English 
hoine is strongly manifested toward 
their children; for after having kept 
them at home till they arrive at the 
age of seven or nine at the utmost. 
they put them out, both males and 
females, to hard service in the houseé 
of other people, binding them gener. 
ally for another seven or nine years.” 

Women took an active part in the 
sports and pastimes of the day. Men 
and women went hunting and hawk- 
ing together. Queen Elizabeth was 
very fond of hunting and engaged in 
thig sport even when she was very 
old. Holinshed gives accounts of 


bear-baiting and _ bull-baiting. Men 
and women attended these sports 
with evident enjcsyment. Such ac- 


counts lead one to think that the wo- 
men lacked some or the finer feelings. 
Dancing was considered quite a nec- 
essary accomplishment for both ladies 
and gentlemen. Elizabeth excelled 
in this also and woe betide the court- 
ier who could not go through the 
movements of the “Peacock.” Among 
the numerous amusements there was 
a growing delight of playgoing. The 
women’s parts in these plays were 
taken by young men and boys. So 
numerous were the sports and fetes 
that they earned for Wngland the 
title of “Merrie England.” 

Among the numerous booke of the 
period which deal with women, one 
should read Lily’s “Euphues,” dedi- 
cated “To the Ladies and Gentlemen 
of England.” In this book Euphues 
addresses a letter to the Italian wo- 
men in which he contrasts English 
women with Italian women. A short 
quotation will give a slight sugges- 
tion of the trend of thought: 

“As the ladies in this blessed Is- 
land are devout and brave, so are 
they chaste and beautiful, insomuch 
that when I beheld them, T could not 
tell whether some mist had bleared 
mine eyes, or some strange enchant- 
ment altered my mind and to 
these beautiful moulds, chaste minds; 
to these comely bodies temperance, 
modesty, mildness, sobriety, whom ‘I 
often beheld merry yet wise, confer- 
ring with courtiers yet warily; drink- 
ing of wine yet moderately, eating of 
delicacies yet with their ears full. 
listing to discourses of love but not 
without reasoning of learning.” 

Numerous descriptions of English 
women come from foreigners. ‘As 
these accounts give comparisons be- 
tween English women and the women 
of other countries, and at the same 
time give new light on the status of 
women they are worth considering. 
Two quotations will illustrate: 


“Wives in England are entirely in 
the power of their husbands, _ their 
lives only excepted. Yet they are not 
kept so strictly as they are in Spain 
and elsewhere. Nor are they shut up, 
but havea the free management of 
the house or housekeeping, after the 
fashion of the Netherlands and other 
like neighbors. They go to the mar- 
ket and buy what they like best to 
eat. They are well dressed, fond of 
taking it easy, and commonly leave 
the care of household matters and 
drudgery to their servants. They sit 
before their doors, decked outvin fine 
clothes, in order to see and be seen 
by the passers by. In all banquets 
and feaets they are placed at the up- 
per end of the table, where they are 
first served; at the lower end they 
help the men. All of the rest of the 
time they employ in walking and rid- 
ing, in playing at cards or otherwise 
in visiting their friends and keeping 
company, convereing with their equals 
(whom they term gossips) and their 
neighbors, making merry with them 
at childbirth, chistenings, churchings 
(kerckganghen), and funerals; and 
all this with the permission and 
knowledge of their husbands. This 
is why England is called the Paradise 
of married women. The girls who 
are not yet married are kept much 
more rigorously and etrictly than in 
the Low Countries.” 

“The women there are charming, 
and hy nature so mighty pretty 
machtig schon) as IT have searcely 
ever beheld, for they do not falsify, 
paint or bedaub themselves as in 
Italy or other places; but they are 
some awkward in their style of dress 
for they dress in splendid stuffs and 
many a one wears three cloth gowns 


or petticoats one over the other. 
When a forcizner or inhabitant goes 
to 1 citizen's house on business, or 
is invited as a guest, and having en- 
tered therein, he is received by the 
master of the house, the lady, or the 
daughter, and by them welcomed, as 


it is termed in their langauge, he has 
even a right to take them by the arm 
and to kiss them which is the custom 
of the country, and if anyone does 
not do so, it is regarded and imputed 
as ignorance and {ll-breeding on his 
part.”
